Ethiopia covers 350,000 sq.miles in eastern 
Africa, just below the Red Sea and slightly 
north of the equator, and is undoubtedly one of 
the most beautiful countries on the entire con- 
tinent. Situated as it is, for the most part 
atop a vast plateau having an average elevation 
of 8,000 ft. and traversed by the Great Rift 
Valley and numberless other valleys and gorges 
thousands of feet deep, a country breathtaking 
to behold has resulted. 


There are many lakes and rivers throughout 
the country. Most of these are amazingly beau- 
tiful, and the luxuriant vegetation surrounding 
many of them make unforgettable settings. Lake 
Tana, the largest lake in Ethiopia, is the source 
of the Blue Nile, which flows westward to Khartoum 
in the Sudan. There it joins the White Nile and 
continues through Egypt as the famous Nile River. 


Ethiopia has the finest climate in dll of 
Africa because of its high mountain plateaus. 
Even though bordering on the equator, most of the 
country is pleasant and invigorating. Mild days 
and cool nights are the rule throughout most of 
the year, with normal seasonal extremes of heat 
and cold being well within the limits of enjoyment. 
There are two basic seasons, the dry and the 
rdiny, the latter being divided into the "small" 
rains and the "big" rains. The average temper- 
ature in Addis Ababa is 62°F. but higher and 
lower averages are found in the deserts and 
higher mountainous areas. There is hardly any 
lime of the year when the climate cannot be con- 
sidered pleasant. Ethiopia's climate, in fact, 
contributes much to this interesting country and 
is almost always a pleasant surprise to those 
visiting Ethiopia for the first time, 

All of the well known big game animals are to 
be found in Ethiopia.
